Senate Passes 


Four-County 


Transit Area 


S. F. Loses In Bid 


To Amend Measure 


Setting Up District 


SACRAMENTO — Legisla­ 
tion to create a four-county 
rapid transit district, including 
Marin, 
passed 
the 
Senate 
unanimously yesterday. But it 
faces tough sledding in the As­ 
sembly. 
Marin Sen. John F. McCar­ 
thy’s bill (SR 850) would create 
a district of Marin, San Fran­ 
cisco, Alameda and Contra Cos­ 
ta Counties. 
Sonoma, Napa, 
Solano, San Mateo and Santa 
Clara counties, all excluded, 
could join through annexation. 
S. F. OPPOSITION 
The bill was passed over vig­ 
orous opposition from the San 
Francisco Board of Supervis­ 
ors and other city officials. The 
board had declared itself “un­ 
alterably” opposed to the mea­ 
sure. 
Instead, it urged allocation 
of a 5 cent per $100 tax for an 
independent rapid transit study 
to “double check” the Bay 
Area Rapid Transit Commis­ 
sion’s million-dollar study. 
It 
would also delete any authority 
a transit district would have 
to 
issue 
general 
obligation 
bonds and defer organization 
of a district until at least 1959. 
‘FIRST STEP’ 
San Francisco Sen. Robert 
McCarthy, acknowledging that 
the bill was “far from perfect,” 
called it the “first step toward 
creation of a Bay Area rapid 
transit district.” 
He said that 
although the bill “has been on

$130,000 Pool Bonds Vote 
Scheduled In Corte Madera 


Corte 
Madera 
voters 
will 
ballot June 4 on a proposed 
$130,000 bond issue to finance 
a community swimming pool in 
the town park. 
After a three-hour meeting 
last night—attended by town 
councilmen, members of the 
park and recreation commis­ 
sion and only about three oth­ 
er persons—the council voted 
to submit the pool question to 
the voters at a special elec­ 
tion. 
Approval by at least two- 
thirds of the voters will be re­ 
quired to authorize issuance of 
the bonds. 


Mayor Walter S. Long esti­ 
mated that redemption of the 
bonds, if they are approved, 
will require a tax-rate increase 
of no more than 20 cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation for 
the first year, and a lesser 
amount thereafter. At the 20- 
cent rate, he estimated, the 
average Corte Madera home­ 
owner would pay an added $8 
to $10 more in annual taxes. 
Bruce Goecker, park and rec­ 
reation commission chairman, 
suggested that the pool could 
be built without a tax increase 
if the city earmarked a por­ 
tion of sales tax revenue to 


finance it, but the suggestion 
met with no visible enthusiasm 
from councilmen. 
Goecker presented prelimin­ 
ary plans for the pool, dress­ 
ing rooms and poolsite area at 
last night’s meeting. The pool 
would be the third stage of de­ 
velopment of the town park 
on Tamalpais drive he said.

The first two stages were a 
patio area and a baseball field. 
The pool, as proposed, would 
be L shaped, with two 75-foot 
arms to the L, one (deeper wa­ 
ter for mature swimmers and

Ross Teachers Given 


$300 À Year Raise 


Ross School District trustees 
last night voted an average 
across the board raise of $300 
per year for the district’s 20 
elementary teachers, beginning 
with the fall school semester. 


Supt. Stephen Parodi said 
the district expects to receive 
additional funds from the state 
to help pay the additional sal­ 
ary bill during the next fiscal 
year. 
The trustees do not antici­ 
pate asking the district voters 
for a raise in the tax rate limit, 
Parodi said. 


He noted that the average 
teacher will actually receive 
$400-per year additional pay, 
$100 coming from stepups on 
the experience and qualifica­ 
tion pay scale. 


The minimum salary on the 
scale for beginning teachers 
was raised $200 to $4,200 and 


the maximum was raised $400 
to $7,000. 
Parodi said the trustees were 
also handed a preliminary bud­ 
get calling for expenditures of 
$195,000 during the 1957-58 
fiscal year, including about a 
$20,000 
increase 
over 
this 
year’s 
budget to 
cover the 
teacher’s raise. 
He noted the trustees will 
meet the third Monday of the 
month during May and June 
instead of the regular second 
Tuesday meeting date.

Asks Control 


Of Aid Funds 


Marin 
County 
Supervisors 
were asked yesterday to dele­ 
gate to Welfare Director Betty 
L. Presley their authority to 
grant, 
deny 
and 
regulate 
monthly welfare payments to 
needy persons. 
The 
request, made by Miss 
Presley and instigated by Coun­ 
ty Administrator 
Donald 
A. 
Jensen, was greeted with cau­ 
tion by the board members. 
PITT ON ICE’ 
After 
a 
brief 
discussion, 
which included comment that 
government is getting further 
removed from the people, the 
board decided to keep the mat­ 
ter “on ice for a 
while,” 
as 
Supervisor William D. Fussel- 
man put it. 
In a letter outlining the pro­ 
posal, Miss Presley said dele­ 
gation of authority to control 
welfare payments was author­ 
ized by the state Legislature in 
1951. 
“The basis purpose of this 
legislation,” 
she 
said, “is to 
assure 
and 
make 
possible 
prompt payments of aid to in­ 
dividuals.” 
MUCH SIMPLER’ 
The welfare director said the 
procedure 
would 
be “much 
simpler” 
and 
probably more 
economical “from the point of 
view 
of 
administering 
the 
department.” 
Her letter said one advantage 
would be the ability to process 
payments “on a daily flow basis 
rather than having deadlines 
set during the month with the 
accumulation of a heavy load 
at these points. It would also 
relieve the bookkepping unit 
of preparing the weekly typed 
lists to the board.” 
Miss Presley suggested that 
she submit a monthly report 
to the supervisors on caseload 
activities and expenditures, as­ 
serting this might have more 
meaning than the lists of names 
and amounts now furnished. 
The basic question, she said, 
is whether the board wishes to 
remove 
itself 
further 
from 
authority over a county depart­ 
ment. 


In that connection, Fussel- 
man had this to say: “I am

County Restaurant and Tavern 
Owners A*sn., said about 32 
members bf his group met at 
Hamie’s last night to discuss 
wages and business conditions 
in general. 


NO DECISION

union yet. 
Wright said all restaurants 
and taverns are suffering a 
slump in business and in pro­ 
fits because of higher costs and 
especially because of the slump 
in the county’s building Indus- 
try.

County's Uniform Sales Tax Law 


Will Prevent Any Double Taxation 


To those of us who were 
somewhat unhappy at Marin 
County's adopting the uniform 
sales tax law, it may come as 
a bit of balm that the action 
will at least prevent some poor 
chaps from being taxed twice. 
The double - tax gimmick 
came to light last week in a 
plaintive 
communication 
to 
the San Anselmo City Council. 
A man in Santa Rosa wrote 
that he had purchased a car 
in 
San 
Anselmo. 
paid 
that 
city’s 1 per cent sales tax. Th«n 
after his return home, he was 
billed by the state for another 
1 per cent, as use tax. 
This came about, explained 
City Atty. John G. Buresh, be­ 
cause at the time of the pur­ 
chase, Marin was not a "con­ 
form ing" county. 
This 
county 
had 
not yet 
adopted the uniform sales tax 
law (the supervisors were try­ 
ing — without success — to 
get the cities to agree to split­ 
ting the tax collected with the 
county). Therefore, the state 
took no notice of San Ansel- 
mo’s 1 per cent municipal sales 
tax, and the Santa Rosa buyer 
got nicked for use tax too. 
Under the uniform law, the 
sales tax collected in one coun­ 
ty from a visitor from another 
county is remitted to his home 
bailiwick in the form of use 
tax. 
This, of course, applies only 
to motor vehicles and trailers, 
since the state can’t trace the 
travels of other merchandise. 
Oh yes, San Anselmo City 
Council authorized City Clerk

Bowing to the wishes of No­ 
vato area rancher*, the county 
board of supervisor«; yesterday 
agreed to exclude large ranch 
holdings from

prepare a boundary description 
conforming with a new map he 
drew at the board's request. 
The revised map shows dis- j 
trict boundaries reduced to in­ 
clude, for the most part, popu­ 
lated residential areas. 
WHAT IT COVERS 
As proposed, the district now 
would cover downtown Novato, 
subdivision areas in West No­ 
vato, the Indian Valley area. 
Raphael Village at Ignacio, and 
Novato 
subdivisions 
east of 
Highway 101. It would also ex­ 
tend along Atherton avenue to 
Black Point. 
“We on the board of super­ 
visors feel that some of the 
larger parcels—the agricultural 
land and the dairy land — 
should be excluded,” 
North 
M a r i n 
Supervisor 
William 
Gnoss said yesterday. 
“It is also our feeling that 
those people who are going to 
benefit by the district should 
come in.” 
HARD DECISION 
Gnoss said the decision as to 
boundaries 
was 
“one of the 
roughest I've ever had to make 
to please the people of my dis­ 
trict.” 
Mrs 
Alfred G. McElroy of 
Novato, president of the North 
Marin 
Parent-Teacher 
Assn. 
Council, term ed the new map 
“ very fair." Novato PTA groups 
have spearheaded the drive for 
a community services district. 
Their principal aim is to se­ 
cure a public swimming pool 
for North Marin. 
R. C. (Dick> George of Indian 
Valley told the supervisors that 
350 persons 
representing 90 
per cent of the property owners 
in his area had signed petitions 
for exclusion from the district. 
Gnoss, however, 
insisted that 
Indian Valley he included be­ 
cause, he said, it will benefit 
by the district.

Marin’s McCarthy (they are 
brothers) said the bill, as pass­ 
ed 34 to 0, would create the 
four-county district and give it 
power to assess a five-cent tax.

would be able to propose a 
bond issue to the voters of the 
district for construction of a 
transit system after the plan­ 
ning is complete. 
If the voters approve the 
construction by a two-thirds

by the 
district’s 
taxing power, 
including the 
right to assess a 1 cent sales 
tax. 
“It’s the only answer to the 
economic and transit needs of 
the Bay Area,” McCarthy de­ 
clared.

Breed also advocated passage 
of the bill because “something 
must be done to meet the tran ­ 
sit situation.” 


D.A. Points To Errors 
In Kroeger's Report 


First official reaction to the 
Kroeger 
report 
on space re­ 
quirements of M ann’s planned 
civic center, received yesterday 
by the hoard of supervisors, 
came from Dist. Atty. W. O. 
Weissich. 
T h e part that concerns my 
office is all wrong.” said the 
district attorney. 
He pointed out that the re­ 
port 
makes this reference to 
the district 
attorney’s office: 
“The present staff consists of 
the district attorney, four depu­ 
ties, 
three 
investigators and 
four clerks.” 
Weissich 
strongly 
implied 
that, for a fee of $12,500, the 
Kroeger 
firm 
could at least 
count 
noses 
correctly. There 
are 
six 
deputies 
(including 
Roger 
Garety, 
whose title is 
actually assistant district at­ 
torney) and six clerks in the 
office, he pointed out. 
Weissich 
also 
looked with 
disfavor on this portion of the 
Kroeger report’s chapter on the 
district attorney’s office: 
“If 
our 
recommendations 
are accepted, the staff would 
now consist of the district at­ 
torney, three deputies, three in­ 
vestigators 
and 
four clerks. 
There would also be a separate 
county counsel, with one clerk, 
“We estimate that by 1970 
the staff would increase to the 
district attorney, four investi­ 
gators and seven 
clerks. The 


county counsel would by then 
require a deputy and an addi­ 
tional clerk.” 
Weissich had this to say: 


‘ We 
already 
have 
three 
deputies working full time on 
civil m atters—the matters that 
a county counsel would handle 
— and more than half of the 
time of our clerical force is de­ 
voted to civil matters. 
“The Idea that a single coun­ 
ty counsel and one clerk could 
handle this work now, and that 
they would not need another 
attorney and another clerk un­ 
til 1970, is ridiculous.” 


The supervisors received the 
report from Kroeger without 
comment, indicating they want 
to study it before setting a 
date to discuss it in detail with 
Kroeger.

3. “Voted to oppose any tax 
increase for more than a year 
at a time as there js a school 
election each year.” (This is an 
error of fact— regular school 
elections are held every other 
year.) 
The handout was signed by 
Tom McDougall, president. 
The Citizens Research Com­ 
mittee release was devoted to 
the Mill Valley school tax and 
bond issue matters, listing rea­ 
sons for opposition.

divers) 42 feet wide, and the 
other (shallow water, marked 
off by a line of floats, for chil­ 
dren) 32 feet in width. 
Within the pool enclosure, 
and partially closed off from 
the main pool, would be a 
sprinkler and wading pool for 
tiny tots. Dressing rooms and 
poolside shelters are planned, 
as well as a filter system which 
would 
provide

change of pool water every six 
hours 
during 
busy 
periods, 
Goecker said. 
A water heating system is 
also planned. 
The commission expects the 
pool to be self-supporting as 
tar as operation is concerned 
and to produce a small operat* 
ing*prolit which might be used 
to meet part of bond-retire- 
ment costs and thus reduce 
taxes for that purpose. 
His estimate showed an ex­ 
pected annual operating cost 
of $8,400, and expected rev­ 
enue of $10,222.50. The rev­ 
enue figure is based on an ex­ 
pected pool use by 300 persons 
daily on the average, with 60 
adults and 180 children from 
Corte Madera and 15 adults 
and 45 children from surround­ 
ing areas included in the daily 
attendance figure. 
Suggested 
pool-use 
rates 
would be: Corte Madera resi­ 
dents. adults 50 cents, chil­ 


dren 25 cents; others, adults

Should enough Corte Madera 
people use the pool to pay ex­ 
penses, rates for non-residents 
would be raised to discourage 
use of the pool by outsiders, 
Goecker said. 
He said that if the bonds are 
approved in June, it would 
take three or four months for 
preparation of working plans, 
another month or two for tak­ 
ing and accepting bids, and 
about four months for con­ 
struction. This woulfi enable 
the city to open the pool for 
public use by July 1, 1958, he 
estimated. 
Preliminary plans were pre­ 
pared, at a cost of $2,000, by 
the firms of Eckbo, Royston 
and Williams of San Francisco, 
landscape architects, and John 
Lyon Reid and Partners of San 
Francisco, architects.

Atom Warning: 20,000 


Cancers From 1 Test 


LONDON T*—In a grim re­ 
port on radiation hazards, the 
Atomic Scientists Assn. has es-1 
timated 
that 
20,000 persons 
throughout the world eventu­ 
ally may develop bone cancer 
as the result of "one nominal 
high-vield nuclear test.” 


Releasing the report 
last 
night, the 
British 
scientific 
group emphasized that the pre­ 
diction was based on the "yet 
unproved 
hppothesis" 
t hat 
bone cancers are produced in 
direct proportion to the amount 
of radioactivity received.

Under present law, the jury 
determines only guilt or inno­ 
cence. But it may save a de­ 
fendant from the gas chamber 
by recommending leniency. If 
there is no recommendation, 
the trial judge is required to 
impose the death penalty.

O n D elayed Tax Refunds 


Here it is, two days since the dead­ 
line for filing personal income taxes and 
a major topic of conversation is “Have 
you gotten your refund check yet?’* 
This is not as contradictory as it 
might seem . People who have refunds 
commg usually file their returns early; 
some have already received refunds. 
This is logical because in filing early 
they should precede the rush and so get 
prompt action. 
Under the withholding system of tax 
payment, the federal government does­ 
n't collect its money on April 15. Most 
of it has been collected at monthly in­ 
tervals throughout the year. 
Actually, on tax returns which have 
a refund coming, the federal govern­ 
ment collects more than it should, but 
does not pay interest on the excess 
amount. It should be incumbent upon 
the Internal Revenue Department to 
make as much speed as possible in mak­ 
ing refunds. 
This is why it was gratifying this week 
to see a federal judge speak out against 
certain tax collection practices. Federal

Why Easter Is So Late 


Easter Sunday falls this year on April 
21, which is just four days short of the 
latest date on which it can be celebrated 
under the rule adopted 1632 years ago 
by 
the 
First 
Council 
of 
Christian 
Churches at Nicaea. 
The date of Easter depends on phases 
of the moon. By the time the leaders 
of the Christian churches met in 325 
A D. to frame the Nicene Creed, pil­ 
grims were traveling by the thousands 
to the Holy Land to celebrate the Resur­ 
rection. 
So the council decided that 
Easter should be fixed at a time when 
the pilgrims could be guided by the light 
of the full moon— for one thing, to af­ 
ford them some protection against ban­ 
dits. 
Under the ruling of the Nicaean 
council, the Easter celebration comes on

icized the “try and get it” attitude of 
the tax bureau toward taxpayers seek­ 
ing exemptions or refunds. 
Income tax laws are the “most im­ 
portant factor in the economic welfare” 
of the people and “individual citizens as 
well as multi million dollar corporations 
have a right to every benefit,” declared 
Judge Ross. 
We think so too. We think that the 
government should be able to make a re­ 
fund of a taxpayer’s money within a 
month or so after a request, if the filing 
was made early in the year. A return 
filed in January or early February cer­ 
tainly should be honored by the end of 
March or early April. But here we are 
past the mid-April deadline for filing. 
Now the returns are stacked in every 
revenue bureau office across the coun­ 
try. It’s too late. 
If a taxpayer misses the April 15 
deadline, he faces interest payments 
plus a penalty. Perhaps this lav/should 
work in reverse. If a refund isn’t made 
in a reasonable time, the government 
should pay both a penalty and interest. 
Then maybe we’d get prompter action. 


the first Sunday following the full moon 
on or after the vernal exquinox, which 
in the Gregorian calendar falls on Mar. 
21. The time of the full moon is deter­ 
mined by certain ancient calculations, 
whose results do not always agree with 
those reached by present-day astrono­ 
mers. 
The latest date on which Easter can 
come is April 25; it fell on that date in 
1943, but will not do so again until the 
year 2038. Because of the wide varia­ 
tion in the date of Easter (it can come as 
early as Mar. 22), the British Parliament 
resolved some 30 years ago that it 
should be celebrated on the first Sun­ 
day after the second Saturday in April. 
But the change was not to take effect 
until accepted by international agree­ 
ment. That has not been forthcoming.

$20.000 and go out and buy 
another piece of jewelry with 
it. 
“Divorcees borrow most of­ 
ten 
on their jewelry. Then 
wealthy wives. Widows come 
last 
“Career women aren’t such 
regular clients because, to be­ 
gin with, they usually 
are 
good businessmen. Also, if 
they need money in a hurry,

friend they can borrow from.” 
One of Modell’s most un­ 
usual loans was to a titled 
lady accused of stabbing a 
gent with a jeweled letter 
opener. 


“THE NEXT morning she 
pawned the letter opener for 
$900 to bail herself out of 
jail,” he remarked. 
If they didn’t have to pay it 
t h e m s e l v e s , pawnbrokers 
w'ould be highly in favor of 
the federal income tax. Right 
now their windows are full of 
diamonds pawned so the cli­ 
ents could keep from going 
into hock with Uncle Sam.

“FOR EVERY new pawn­ 
broker who opens a new shop, 
five go out of business. Small 
loan firms, which can charge 
a 
higher rate in many in­ 
stances and have a lower ov­ 
erhead, are taking much of 
our trade. We average only 
about 1 per cent net return on 
our investment. 
“Why should a man open a 
hock shop when he can make 
more with less risk by buying 
stocks and bonds?” 
Although he estimated one 
out of every four people in 
New York patronizes pawn­ 
brokers, Lou said the high in­ 
come class provide the best 
clientele. 


“YOU CAN’T MAKE money 
on poor people.” he said flat­ 
ly. “They're not very profit­ 
able. 


“The best client is the big- 
salaried guy who is a good 
liver, and enjoys wine, women 
and song.” 


Lou said the idea that pawn­ 
brokers make most of their 
profit by foreclosing on loans 
is exactly contrary to the 
facts. 


“THE 
LAST THING

want to do is foreclose,” he 
said. “The foreclosure rate is 
only one out of 50 in our in­ 
dustry on clients who put up 
diamonds as collateral, and 
only one in 10 for those who 
pawn clothing

Election Law 
As It Stands 
Is Screwball 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)~Un­ 
der the heading of “screwball 
legislation” comes the meas­ 
ure over which Democrats 
and Republicans hasseled al­ 
most 
all t 0f last week (AB 
2812). Finally passed by the 
Assembly, it was sent to the 
Senate, where it is scheduled 
to meet a rapid and decisive 
death in the Elections Com­ 
mittee. 
Assemblyman Thomas M. 
Rees (D-Beverly Hills), who 
introduced the measure, orig­ 
inally was sincere enough in 
his desire to open up the mat­ 
ter of campaign money rec­ 
ords to the public. Obviously, 
the public has a right to know 
who contributes to campaigns, 
and present law requires fil­ 
ing of such contributions with 
the secretary of state. 


BUT THE REES bill, as 
amended in the Assembly by 
the Republicans, goes much 
further. It requires names of 
contributors and recipients, 
a separate bank account for 
the candidate, and payment 
of all campaign expenses by 
check, which were the re­ 
quirements of the original 
bill. In addition, as it now 
stands, it prohibits liquor, 
horse racing, card-room and 
oil companies from contribut­ 
ing to political campaigns. 
Further, the bill says no 
one may campaign on behalf 
of a candidate unless he cam­ 
paigns in the country where 
he lives. 


IN THE FIRST place, some 
reasonably accurate attorneys 
have classified the measure as 
unconstitutional. The Repub­ 
licans have written into the 
bill a proposal to ban four 
legally legitimate businesses 
and industries from partici­ 
pating in election campaigns. 
Thus, liquor, horse-racing, 
card-room and oil interests 
would be eliminated from the 
political scene in California, 
while the railroads, the milk 
trust, the California Teachers 
Assn. and a score of other in­ 
terests would continue to be 
permitted to sponsor candi­ 
dates financially if they so de­ 
sired. 


ANOTHER OF the “screw­ 
ball” features of the bill is 
t h a t 
Assemblyman 
Byron 
Rumford (D-Berkeley) could 
not spend any of his own 
money on his own election 
campaign, because in his drug 
store, he holds a liquor li­ 
cense. 
Similarly, 
Assembly­ 
man Joseph Shell (R-Los An­ 
geles) who is in the oil busi­ 
ness, would have to depend 
on his friends for election 
support, as he would be vio­ 
lating the law by digging into 
his own pocket. 
Then, too, an orator from 
one county could not go into 
another county to campaign 
for a candidate across the 
line. 


RESTRICTIVE laws, such 
as proposed in this so-called 
“purity of elections” meas­ 
ure, do nothing but drive 
many a good citizen out of, 
instead of into, the field of 
politics. They thus deprive the 
Legislature of sound men and 
women who refuse to seek of­ 
fice because they do not wish 
to become enmeshed in the 
rules, regulations and require­ 
ments of the law, as well as 
the results when they might 
unwittingly violate them.

Forgotten People 
In Marin City 
EDITOR, 
lndependent-Journal: 
Are Marin City residents a 
forgotten people? 
Many times in the past 12 
or 13 years, I have been asked 
to write letters to this column 
of your paper by different or­ 
ganizations; but the “subject 
suggested” has never before 
been of enough importance to 
me. I am, however, intensely 
interested in the welfare and 
safety of children and youth. 
■ And because of that interest 
I am writing this letter. 
You and most of your read­ 
ers are now, no doubt, well 
aware of the tragic accident 
that “overtook” two of our 
small school boys last Satur­ 
day (April 6) afternoon when 
a “run-away car” jumped a 
ditch and “plunged” into Hen­ 
ry Dean, aged five, kindergar­ 
ten; and Billy Garcia, aged 
nine, a second grader, as they 
were playing in their wagon 
in an adjacent field. 
At an Emergency Special 
PTA meeting called by the 
president last Thursday night, 
April 11, in the school cafe­ 
teria, a group of some 65 or 
70 parents were signing peti­ 
tions to be sent to several 


c o u n t y offices requesting 
greater supervision and bet­ 
ter protection for our children 
in this area—before they suf­ 
fer any aditional terrible ac­ 
cidents, when orte county of­ 
ficial asked for the floor and 
“filibustered” for 1H hours. 


This talk gave many of us 
the impression that Marin 
City is not under the supervi­ 
sion of the County of Marin, 
or the State of California, or 
the federal government of 
these United States, and is 
not entitled to highway, sher­ 
iff, and legal protection. If 
this “created impression” be 
true, then how can the Marin 
City residents be citizens of 
the United States? In that 
event why are they urged 
quite frequently t o v o t e for 
candidates running for coun­ 
ty, state, and federal offices? 


We all know that the resi­ 
dents of Marin City do pay 
their taxes indirectly through 
their rentals, and that the lo­ 
cal Housing Authority has 
been sending in-lieu tax mon­ 
ey to the county board of su­ 
pervisors. They also pay for 
the services of their public 
utilities through their rentals.

This is the time when peo­ 
ple, along with their income 
tax returns, send in old shirts 
and pants, saying: “You’ve 
taken everything else, you 
may as w’ell have this too.” 
The Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice reports these events too: 
One woman pulled a switch 
on the shirts-and-pants gifts. 
She sent in a lock of her hair 
with a brief note: “I’ve been 
scalped.” 
One old lady paid her tax 
and waited. The cashier said: 
“That’s all.” She said: “Where 
are my green stamps?” 
Another woman tried to de­ 
duct as a medical expense the 
price she paid for a Chihua­ 
hua puppy. A neighbor had 
told her having such a dog 
around might cure her asth­ 
ma. And, after the dog ar­ 
rived, her asthma improved. 
The revenue service also

Foreign Aid 
Explanation 
Makes Sense 


The Eisenhower administra­ 
tion is at last presenting Ms 
economic-aid progfam in a 
form which is beginning to 
make an appeal to Congress 
and which is capable of mak­ 
ing sense to the public. 
The president never spoke 
a truer word than when he 
remarked recently—and a bit 
wryly—that the mutual se­ 
curity program has no “con­ 
stituents,” that is, no body of 
voters who are passionately 
for it because it helps them 
personally like dams, farm 
relief and a well-located de­ 
fense plant. 


THE FACT IS that military 
and economic assistance has 
always been propounded to 
Congress in an atmosphere of 
crisis and urgency and was 
accepted pretty m u c h on 
faith and without much con­ 
viction. 
That couldn’t go on indefi­ 
nitely. As the sharply declin­ 
ing support in Congress dur­ 
ing the last two years has in­ 
dicated, most Congressmen 
were becoming convinced that 
the American people were 
not willing to support such 
a program much longer. They 
simple couldn’t explain it to 
theii* doubting constituents. 


THEY FOUND that few un­ 
derstood that most of the 
money appropriated under so- 
called foreign aid goes for the 
explicit purpose of military 
equipment and defense sup­ 
port without which the United 
States would have to spend 
much more money on its own 
military budget. 
Of the proposed appropria­ 
tion for the coming fiscal 
year $2,400.000,000 are for 
military hardware and $800,- 
000.000 are for direct defense 
support without which our al­ 
lies (Korea and Formosa are 
good 
examples) 
could 
not 
maintain the level of forces 
necessary to guard the free 
world, including the United 
States. No more than $950,- 
000,000 are earmarked for eco­ 
nomic development and tech­ 
nical assistance. 


ARGUMENT OVER foreign 
aid usually begins with a lead­ 
ing question like: 
“Why should we spend over 
$4.000,000,000 a year to help 
other countries?” 
No doubt many people look 
upon this as a $4,000,000,000,- 
p i e-i n-t h e-sky 
boondoggle 
when most of this money ($3,- 
200,000,000) goes for vital mil­ 
itary defense. 
These are some of the rea­ 
sons why the Administration 
is proposing: 


THAT ALL OF the military 
side of mutnal security a i d - 
military hardware and direct 
defense support—be made a 
, regular part of the annual 
* budget of the Pentagon. 
That economic aid for de­ 
velopment purposes and tech­ 
nical assistance be the pri­ 
mary job of the present In- 
ternational 
Cooperation Ad­ 
ministration. 
That most economic aid for 
development purposes be put 
on a loan basis (more liberal 
t h a n 
existing 
government 
banks can permit) and that a 
revolving fund for this pur­ 
pose 
($500,000,000 for the 
coming fiscal year) be au­ 
thorized by Congress so that 
the United States can assist 
u n d e r-developed 
countries 
with long-range projects. 


ALL THESE changes make 
sense. They make the aid pro­ 
gram more comprehensible 
and will make its administra­ 
tion more efficient. 
Every committee or com­ 
mission, whether appointed by 
Congress or by the president, 
which has investigated the aid 
program in the past year rec­ 
ommends its continuance. The 
Fairless Committee, the In­ 
ternational Development Ad­ 
visory Board and the Commit­ 
tee for Economic Develop­ 
ment, 
all manned by U.S.

Ex-Convict 
Gives Jobs 
To Parolees 


LAWTON, Okla. If)— A class­ 
ified advertisement in Sunday’s 
Lawton Constitution-Press has 
behind it the fulfillment of a 
prayer by Noel Phillips, 23- 
year-old masonry contractor. 
The ad said: 
“ Man or boy 18 to 23 years 
old. Must have court record. 
Prefer man who is on parole. 
Bring paper and apply in per­ 
son . . . ” 
Phillips said the ad was part 
of a promise he made at the 
Englewood, Colo., federal re­ 
formatory 
eight 
years 
ago. 
Kneeling in his cell, he prayed: 
“ If I get out of here, I prom­ 
ise to help others like myself.” 
The following day he was 
paroled. 


HIRES EX-INMATES 
Phillips, head of a rapidly 
growing company he started 
here five years ago, hires only 
former prison 
inmates 
like 
himself. He estimates he has 
employed 400 to 500 parolees 
or former convicts. He has 
helped many others by finding 
them jobs. 
Phillips, married and the fa­ 
ther of two young sons, is an 
active member of the Westside 
Baptist Church. 


LONG RECORD 
The young contractor said 
more than a third of his life 
has been spent in state and fed­ 
eral reformatories. 
After his parents separated, 
he ran away from home at Dun­ 
can. Okla., when he was 7. 
Picked 
up in Albuquerque, 
N. M., he was sent to a training 
school in Oklahoma. 
While 
at 
the 
Stringtown 
Training School, he said, he 
learned his mother was ill and 
when prison officials refused 
permission for him to visit her, 
he escaped. His mother per­ 
suaded him to return voluntar­ 
ily. 


BACK AT 12 
After his return, he was sent 
to the federal reformatory at 
Englewood. He was 12. 
He was paroled in 1949 at 15 
and returned to Duncan. 
He later became an appren­ 
tice with the Bricklayers Union 
at Lawton and in 1952 founded 
his own company. 
Phillips said he hopes to 
show prison inmates they can 
return to “outside” life and be­ 
come useful citizens. 
“I ’d like to start something 
like Boys’ Town.” he said. “The 
center could be a clearing 
house for former convicts and 
parolees needing work. Most 
men just out of prison are eag­ 
er to work, to do anything to 
get back on their feet— but too 
often they don’t get a chance.”

Judge Denies Appeal 


Of Condemned Convict 


SAN FRANCISCO OPI—Judge 
Louis E. Goodman denied yes 
terday a writ of habeas corpus 
petition by Clifford Jefferson, 
San Quentin convict condemn­ 
ed to death for assaulting an­ 
other prisoner. 
Goodman said, however, that 
the 30-year-old convict's case 
"may well be a proper one for 
executive clemency.” 
Jefferson 
was 
doing 
five 
years to life at Folsom Prison 
for second degree m urder in 
Bakersfield when he attacked 
another prisoner in 1955. The 
victim recovered. 


In denying Jefferson’s peti­ 
tion, the federal court judge 
said 
he considered the law 
making the death penalty m an­ 
datory for life term prisoners 
convicted of non-fatal attacks 
upon other inmates "capricious 
and discriminatory.” 
He said that the sentences of 
all 14 men condemned under 
the law—whose victims recov­ 
ered—have been commuted. 
"It would appear that the 
factors which prompted execu­ 
tive clemency in these prior 
cases are present in this one,” 
Judge Goodman said.

yesterday in winning passage 
of a bill authorizing the state 
health director, after consult­ 
ing with a 
special 
advisory 
committee, to designate "rabies 
areas” when the disease consti­ 
tutes a public hazard. 
That designation would re­ 
quire every dog in the area over 
4 months old to be licensed and 
vaccinated with anti-rabies ser­ 
um. The others would have to 
be 
confined 
on 
the owner’s 
premises.

Assemblyman Allen Miller 
(D-San 
Fernando) 
asserted 
that to eontinue the present 
rates would result " in the 
greatest give-away of natural 
resources In California’s his­ 
tory.” 


Spokesmen for the oil indus­ 
try did not testify, but they 
indicated they would urge no 
change in the tideland oil pro­ 
gram. 
The oil income has tak­ 
en on added importance be­ 
cause 
of 
Gov. 
Goodwin 
J. 
Knight’s 
recommendation 
to 
use it as a major source of 
funds for the state water plan. 
The committee approved Mil­ 
ler’s am endment of his bill to 
conform with one by Assembly­ 
man Bruce F. Allen (R-Los Ga­ 
tos). 
Their measures provide 
for a mandatory sliding scale 
beginning at 16% per cent for 
all leases, with a cash bonus 
optional. 
A third bill by Assembly­ 
man Joseph C. Shell (R-Los 
Angeles) carries the same 
minimum but gives discre­ 
tionary power to the state 
Lands Commission to Install 
the escalator rates. 
Until 1955, the state was al­ 
lowed to lease only those tide- 
lands within a known oil or gas 


field in order to protect them 
from 
upland 
drainage. 
The 
royalty was fixed at a sliding 
scale beginning at 16% per 
cent. 
Two years ago, however, the 
Legislature enacted the Shell- 
Cunningham Act, opening up 
1,250,000 acres of the Califor­ 
nia coast to wildcat oil opera­ 
tions. 
It pegged the royalty at 
a flat 12% per cent plus a cash 
bonus. 


Allen objected to the cash 
premium provision, declar­ 
ing it scared smaller com­ 
panies awav. 
The one and 
only lease so far under the 
Shell - C u n n i n g h a m Act 
brought the stale a bonus of 
nearly seven 
and one-half 
million dollars. 


Miller called for changes in 
the present rate structure to 
protect the state if there is a 
rich oil strike. 
Based on esti­ 
mates of up to four billion bar­ 
rels of oil in the tideland oil 
reserves, he said the potential 


wealth amounts to 10 million 
dollars. 


"Under the present law, 
the state would get a $1,250,- 
000,000 royalty,” he told the 
committee. 


"If sliding scale royalties . . . 
produced the average of 36 per 
cent royalty which has resulted 
to date, the state’s share would 
be increased to $3,600,000,000.” 
Shell contended his optional 
sliding scale offered more elas­ 
ticity to take advantage of In­ 
dividual 
situations. 


State Controller Robert C. 
Kirkwood testified none of 
the bills gives the Lands 
Commission, of w hich he is a 
member, "as much discretion 
as it needs to do the job.” 


Miller told a 
reporter he 
originally intended to retain a 
sliding scale beginning at 12% 
per cent but that the commis­ 
sion discussion idicated 16% 
per cent was a preferable start­ 
ing point.

Brigham To See New 


Garbage Plant In East 


Marvin Brigham, county pub­ 
lic works director, will spend 
the 
Easter 
weekend inspect­ 
ing a new' type of garbage dis­ 
posal plant in McKeesport, Pa. 
The trip was authorized yes­ 
terday by the Marin Board of 
Supervisors, which is anxious 
to determine whether a dispos­ 
al process developed 
by 
the 
Organic 
Corp. 
of 
America 
would 
be feasible 
for Marin 
County. 
The “Orcoa” process reduces 
all kinds of refuse except heavy 
metal scrap 
to 
high-potency 
fertilizer over a two-week per­ 
iod. It eliminates the need for 
garbage dumps. 
Under the plan, the county 
or a garbage disposal district 
would build one or more plants 
and lease them for a dollar a 
year to the corporation, which 


would 
operate them and sell 
the fertilizer product. County 
or district residents would get 
free garbage disposal service. 
Meanwhile, 
Brigham 
gave 
the supervisors an enthusiatic 
report yesterday on still anoth­ 
er disposal operation — t h e 
Dano process 
used by garbage 
collectors in the unincorporat­ 
ed area around North Sacra­ 
mento. 
He said the Dano plant con­ 
verts garbage into an ‘"inert 
type material resembling peat 
moss.” The material, used for 
fill in North Sacramento, pos­ 
sibly could 
be marketed as a 
soil conditioner, Brigham said. 
The garbage is reduced by 
bacteria in a slowly revolving 
tube 80 feet long and six feet 
wide. The process takes three 
to five days.

qualifica­ 
tions. 
Supervisor William D. Fus- 
selman suggested removal of 
a 
provision 
requiring candi­ 
dates to have at least five years 
experience in a supervisory ca­ 
pacity. 
Noting that an examination 
will be given for the position. 
Fusselman said the experience 
qualifications could be used as 
a “ weighing factor” rather than 
a 
condition 
for 
taking 
the 
exam. 
“ It so happens,” 
he said, 
“that we have one man (in the 
county public works depart­ 
ment) with the proper age, in­ 
telligence 
and 
ability 
who 
would automatically be ruled 
out under a five-year super­ 
visory 
experience 
qualifica­ 
tion.” 
He did not identify the 
employee. 
Chairman Walter Castro and 
Supervisor William Gnoss ar­ 
gued briefly for retention of 
the qualification. 
“ I think experience is im­ 


portant for this job,” Castro 
said. 


Public Works Director Mar­ 
vin Brigham agreed, but he 
added later, “ If I had my way, 
I would be willing to say that 
every foreman we have now 
should be eligible to take the 
examination.”

by such person. 
“ It is contended by some 
ranchers that thistles, in par­ 
ticular, constitute a menace to

agricultural lands in the coun­ 
ty and that, therefore, the or­ 
dinance should be enforced.

“You will undoubtedly wish 
to seek the advice of your agri­ 
cultural commissioner in this 
matter.”

Prepare a package of cake 
mix or your favorite layer cake 
recipe. Grease and flour a 
bunny mold well using an un­ 
salted fat. Fill lower half (with 
over-lapping rim) almost full. 
Any remaining batter may be 
baker as cupcakes. Place on a 
cooky sheet and lock top half 
of mold into place.

In San Rafael 


A. G. Raisch Co. is ready to 
begfti on the $84.902 50 street 
widening 
and 
improvement 
project awarded by the San 
Rafael City Council 
Monday 
night. 
The job. which will take 90 
working days, should be com­ 
pleted next August or Septem­ 
ber. Plans call for reconstruc­ 
tion and paving of Irwin from 
Third to Mission, Mission from 
Lincoln to Court, and Court 
from Mission to Fifth. 
Irwin will be widened four 
feet on the west side, Mission 
four feet on the north side, and 
Court will be widened on both 
sides. New sidewalks will be 
installed for the widening, but 
no buildings will be affected. 


TRAFFIC SIGNALS 
The project also calls for 
traffic 
signals at Fifth 
and 
Court, 
and 
three 
on 
Irwin 
street at Fourth, Fifth and Mis­ 
sion. 
The Raisch company outbid 
four other contractors for the 
city street job. 
In 
other 
action, 
the 
city 
council: 
1. Approved the rezoning of 
Street School property at 
Fifth avenue and B street from 
restricted commercial to gen­ 
eral commercial with parking 
requirements. Bank of Ameri­ 
ca has bought the property for 
new building.

2. Rezoned a portion of the 
Bret Harte Baptist Church pro­ 
perty at 45 Woodland avenue 
from first class residential to 
garden apartm ent residential. 
The church wants to sell the 
property and move to another 
location.

subdivision, 38 marina lots on 
the south side of San Rafael 
Canal, post a performance bond 
with the city.

On Jewish Temple Site 


JERUSALEM, Jordan W — 
Inside the walls of Old Je ru ­ 
salem is a quiet courtyard sur­ 
rounding a mosque and a beau­ 
tiful dome. Some people here 
believe the trum pet will sound 
on Judgm ent Day from a rock 
beneath the 
dome 
and 
that 
souls of the dead will be weign- 
ed in balance scales hanging 
from nearby arches. 


This is holy ground. Foreign­ 
ers can enter only by special 
permission. 
In some sections, 
shoes 
must 
be 
removed 
or 
heavy slippers put on. 


Known to the Arabs as the 
‘Harem 
es 
Sherif” 
(August 
Sanctuary), this enclosure cov­ 
ers the site of the Jewish Tem­ 
ple of Jesus’ day. When Jesus 
was 12, his parents brought 
him from Nazareth to visit the 
Temple here. While the family 
was on the north road back to 
Nazareth, 
Jesus 
remained in 
the Temple with 
the 
learned 
“doctors,” 
astonishing 
them 
with His questions and answers. 
It was His first effort as a 
teacher of mankind 
and 
the 
only event of Jesus’ boyhood 
related in the Bible. 


Many changes have taken 
place in this area since Jesus 
was here. The Jewish Temple 
has been destroyed for nearly 
2,000 years. No Jewish priests 
can enter the area today. But 
the tem ple site still is a sacred 
religious 
enclosure 
w h e r e 
learned “doctors” 
of another 
faith gather for endless discus­ 
sion and study.

Century. The rock beneath the 
dome is now considered 
the 
third most 
sacred 
site in the 
Moslem world. It was from this' 
rock that 
Moslems 
say 
the 
Prophet Mohammed was taken 
up into Heaven on his horse. 
LEGENDS ABOUND 
The sacredness of this site 
has given rise to many legends 
among 
superstitious 
persons 
here. 
According to one, the 
trum pet signalling the Day of 
Judgm ent will be sounded from 
this rock and an arcade stand­ 
ing nearby will hold the scales 
in which the souls of men will 
be weighed. 
Apart from the 
rock-altar, 
»he only visible remains of the 
Temple of Jesus’ day is the so- 
called “wailing wall.”. 
Jews believe this wall formed 
part of Herod’s Temple, which 
was still new when Jesus visit­ 
ed it at the age of 12. 
The 
massive stone structure forms 
the western wall of the Moslem 
Haram es Sherif. 
In the heavy stone of the wall 
grooves have been worn away 
where for centuries Jews kissed 
and stroked the rem nant of 
their Temple while they wailed 
its destruction and prayed for 
its restoration.

Can Marin County’s new ap­ 
praisal figures be transferred 
to the county assessor’s office 
in time for them to be used on 
the 1958 assessment rolls? 
A sharp disagreement has 
developed on this question be­ 
tween the appraisal staff, which 
has been re appraising all Ma­ 
rin property since 1954, and 
Assessor George W. Hall. 
Chief Appraiser Mark Wright 
of the Marin County Apprais­ 
al Commission and his chief 
deputy, W arren Luce, say they 
will start turning over dupli­ 
cate prints of new maps and a 
photostatic copy of the alpha 
betical rotary index by August 
of this year. These records will 
be up to date as of March. 
“This will enable the assess­ 
or’s staff to commence the job 
of Integrating the new map 
ping and parcelling system into 
the assessor’s office,” Wright 
said. 
CURRENT BASIS 
The 
necessary updating of 
the original maps, master prop­ 
erty record cards, and indexes 
(to keep up with the subdivid­ 
ing and transfer of property be­ 
tween March 
this 
year and 
March next year) „will be done 
or# a current basis by the Div­ 
ision of Assessment Standards 
Mapping Department. Original 
maps, records and indexes will 
remain in that departm ent un­ 
til after March, 1958. The trans­ 
fer of these records to Assessor 
Hall will be completed by April 
1, 1958. W right said. 
In other words, Wright de­ 
clared. by April 1 of next year 
all master property records up 
to March of 1958 will have been 
turned over to Assessor Hall. 
But in order to allow Hall to do

ust “won’t help me at all,” Hall 
declared. 
He says what he 
needs are the final appraisal 
figures. Besides, he wants to 
check the appraisal figures pro­ 
vided by appraiser Wright to 
satisfy himself that the figures 
are equitable. 
JULY AT EARLIEST 
Hall says that if he gets the 
final appraisals from Wright in 
April of 1958, he will not have 
the time to get the new figures 
on the rolls by July. 
According to Hall, he must 
do the following things between 
the time he gets the final ap­ 
praisal figures (April. 1958) and , 
preparation of assessment rolls 
in July: 
He 
intends to notify each 
property owner what the new 
assessment will be as the re­ 
sult of the reappraisal. If the 
proposed assessed value is not 
satisfactory, Hall says he will 
invite the taxpayer to come to 
his office for an explanation. 
If this explanation is not satis­ 
factory, the taxpayer will have 
a right to appear before the 
supervisors. 
“Thousands will come In,” 
Hall predicted. “It will be a 
physical impossibility to,do ev­ 
erything in three months.”
